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Fau l wou ld stim u late the Corinthians 
by the example of the Macedonians, 
and yet he comforts them by the as­ 
su rance that if they have a willing 
mind God will give them credit for all 
that they wou ld do if they had the 
ability (verse 12). 1 am often comforted 
by the assu rance that what He expects 
u s to do or to give He will not fail to 
give the ability for the service, so it is 
ever an application of 1 Sam. x, 7. 
“Do as occasion serve thee,” or as in 
the margin, “Do as thine hand shall 
find.” Bu t there is a word in Eecles. 
ix. 10, which is also pertinent, "W hatso­ 
ever thy hand findeth to do. do it with 
I thy might.” in the m atter of giving 
we have the same principle in II Cor. 
ix, 7. “Every man according as he pu r- 
poseth in his heart, so let him give not 
gru dgingly or of necessity, 
for God 
loveth a cheerfu l (hilariou s» giver.” 
When we remember that wdiatever 


j we are able to give to God w*e are giv- 
| ing Him only that which He first gave 
| to u s we can readily see that there is no 
room to boast of ou r giving. Listen to 
David as he gave his millions to the 
j temple and saw his people offer so 
willingly: “Who am I and what is my 
people that we shou ld be able to offer 
| so willingly after this sort, for all 
I things come of Thee, and of Thine own 
j have we given thee'.'” (I Chron. xxix, 
14.) 
Ask him why and how he did it 
i and hear his reply: “Becau se 1 have 
; set my affection to the hou se of my 
| God; * * * I have prepared with all my 
j might for the hou se of my God” (I 
I Chron. xxix. 2. 3). See the Israelites 
giving for the bu ilding of the taberna­ 
cle u ntil Moses had to restrain them 
from bringing, for the stu ff they had 
brou ght was su fficient and too mu ch. 
How great an illu stration there is 
everywhere of sowing sparingly and 
reaping sparingly, bu t how few seem 
to u nderstand the sowing bou ntifu lly 
and the reaping bou ntifu lly (ix, 6). I 
have for many years associated in ray 
mind viii, 9 . and ix, 8, the one telling 
of His grace that saves u s and makes 
u s rich to all eternity and the other of 
the all grace that He will make to 
abou nd towrard u s. that we may have 
all su fficiency in all things for every 
good work. In I Cor. xvi, 2, there is a 
good plan su ggested in reference to 
giving, “Upon the first day of the week 
let every one of you lay by him in 
store as God hath prospered him,” bu t 
J have fou nd so mu ch blessing for over 


dou bt can do nothing better than read 
I John, u nderscoring “we know” and 
“hereby we know” every time they oc­ 
cu r and then retu rning to make a tho r­ 
ou gh stu dy of them. 
Dou bt will fly 
away and assu rance will take posses­ 
sion of the mind and heart, bringing 
peace and rest. 
I John has many lessons for the 
life of the individu al Christian. 
It 
was written to no particu lar chu rch or 
individu al, bu t to all. and. being to all. 
it is to each one. 
In the passage se­ 
lected “love” is the principal theme, 
and several practical lessons are em­ 
phasized. 
1. We shou ld love one an­ 
other. “Beloved, let u s love one an­ 
other, for love is of God.” 
2. God is 
love and inclu des u s in Ilis love. “God 
is love. * * * Herein is love, not that 
we loved God. bu t that He loved u s 
and sent Ilis Son to be the propitiation 
of ou r sins.” 
3. We shou ld love God. 
“We love Him becau se He first loved 
u s.” God’s love for u s and the method 
of its manifestation, both as to time 
and manner, shou ld inspire u s to love 
Him with a love that will lead u s to 
give ou r lives to nim , as His Son gave 
Ilis life for u s.

The transport Prairie with a 
force of about 700 marines aboard has 
sailed from the League Island nav y 
y ard at Philadelphia for Colon. 
The 
marines are in command of Colonel 
James E. Mahoney , U. S. M. C. 
Rear 
Admiral William M. Kimball, a mem­ 
ber of the nav al ex amining and retir­ 
ing board, who has had much ex peri­ 
ence in Central American rev olutions, 
was on board the Prairie. 
Admiral 
Kimball will take charge of the Amer­ 
ican forces in Central America. 
The 
gunboats Albany and Yorktown, which 
are now at Magdalena bay , Mex ico, 
completing their target practice, were 
ordered to proceed to Corinto on the 
west coast of Nicaragua, to join the 
gunboat Vicksburg. 
With the arriv al of these v essels 
the nav al force in Central American 
waters will be competent to handle 
any situation that may arise. 
On the 
Atlantic side the cruisers Tacoma and 
Des Moines and the gunboats Marietta 
and Eagle are at Port Limon, Costa 
Rica, a comparativ ely short distance 
belowT Nicaragua. 
On the west coast 
the nav al force, consisting of the gun­ 
boats Vicksburg, Albany and York­ 
town. will he located at Corinto. 
In 
addition, a force of about 400 marines 
is in readiness at Camp Elliott in the 
canal zone, for orders to go to Nic­ 
aragua, if necessary . 
The transport 
Buffalo is at Panama to carry the ma­ 
rines from Panama to Corinto in case 
it is decided to make a landing in Nic­ 
aragua at Corinto. 


Fa c ing De lic a te Situa tion. 


An unusual political situation ex ists 
in Nicaragua. 
There are three de 
facto gov ernments now in operation. 
One of these, in the eastern part of 
Nicaragua, is the prov isional gov ern­ 
ment, which has headquarters in Blue- 
flelds. 
At Managua the remnants of 
Zelay a’s administration comprise the 
de facto gov ernment. 
In the depart­ 
ments of Leon an apparently well- 
organized rev olutionary mov ement in 
fav or of Senor Arias, minister general, 
has dev eloped. 
As outlined in Secre­ 
tary Knox ’s note to Senor Rodriguez, 
the Nicaraguan charge d’affaires here, 
the United States will hold responsible 
the de facto gov ernments in the v ari­ 
ous parts of Nicaragua for the protec­ 
tion of liv es and property of American 
citizens. 
In addition to looking after 
American interests, the welfare of for­ 
eign residents and their property will 
he taken care of by the military forces 
of the United States. 
Under the Mon­ 
roe doctrine the United States would 
be opposed to allowing any foreign 
gov ernment to interv ene in Central 
America in the present crisis. The re­ 
sponsibility for looking after foreign 
interests will fall on the United States 
as a logical result of this attitude 
toward foreign interv ention in Central 
America. 
Whether American marines 
will be landed on Nicaraguan soil will 
depend largely on ev entualities. If the 
liv es and property of American citi­ 
zens or any European residents of Nic-
